
ORDINANCE NO. 8l- 2 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 73-2, THE 
ZONING CODE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AS 
AMENDED: PROVIDING AMENDMENTS TO SECTION 200.2, 

DEFINITIONS: PROVIDING AMDENDMENTS TO SECTION 
500.12, DAY CARE AND OTHER PRESCHOOL FACILITIES; 

PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABLILTY: PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE; PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, Chapter 125 and l63, Florida Statutes, grant the authority 
to the Board of County Commissioners to adopt, amend and enforce Zoning 
regulation within the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County, and 

WHEREAS, many aspects concerning the operation of Day Care and other 
preschool facilities are controlled and regulated "by various County and/ 
or State requirements, and 

WHEREAS, a need has been demonstrated for the establishment of day 
care to accomodate the custodial care of certain segments of the adult 
population of the County, and 

WHEREAS, it is the intent of this amendment to eliminate conflicting 
requirements between other State and/or County regulations and the Zoning 
Code; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT ORDINANCE NO. 73-2, as amended, known as 
the Palm Beach County Zoning Code, is hereby amended as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 200.2, Definitions, is hereby amended to read as 
follows in alphabetical order: 

DAY CARE CENTER (CHILD) AND OTHER PRESCHOOL FACILITIES: An establish¬ 
ment which provides daytime care or instruction for fea?—(-14— ©¥-fflea»e 
more than five (5) children, ©eves—(-74 twelve (12) years of age or under, 
operated on a regular basis. 

SECTION 2. Section 200.2, Definition, is hereby amended to include 
as follows in alphabetical order: 

DAY CASE CENTER (ADULT): An establishment which provides daytime cus¬ 
todial care for more than five (5) adults , operated on a regular basis. 

SECTION 3: Section 500.12, DAYCARE AND OTHER PRESCHOOL FACILITIES, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

500.12 DAY CARE ANE-QTgSE-PRggCgOQE-FACILIgEgg CENTERS 

'In addition to the requirements of Section 101.2 (A) and (B), 
the following requirements and regulations shall be met. 

A. MINIMUM REQUIRED LOT AREA. 

The minimum lot area shall be no less than (-§ T O0O4 

six thousand (6,000) square feet. 

B. MINIMUM FLOOR AREA 

1. CHILD CENTERS - There shall exist a minimum useable floor area, 
exclusive of any space devoted to the kitchen, office, storage 

and toilet facilities, of not less than fifteen hundred (1,500) 
square feet for a capacity of forty (lo) children or less. 
Facilities with capacities exceeding forty (lo) children shall 
provide thirty-five (35) square feet of additional floor area 
per child. 

2. ADULT CENTERS - There shall exist a minimum usable floor area, 
exclusive of any space, devoted to the kitchen, office, storage, 
and toilet facilities, of not less than fifteen hundred (1,500) 
square feet for a capacity of twenty (20) patrons or less. 

Coding: Words in are deletions from existing law; words 

in italics are additions. 
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Facilities vith capacities exceeding twenty (20) patrons, 
shall provide seventy-five (75) square feet of additional 
floor area per patron. 
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C. PROPERTY DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS 

The building height, setbacks, parking, and total floor area 
shall be governed by the applicable zoning district. 

D. OUTDOOR PLA¥ ACTIVITY AREA 

1 . Child Centers - There shall be provided a minimum of 

fifteen hundred (1,500) square 
feet of outdoor play activity area or (-200 t 

one hundred (100) square feet of outdoor play activity 
area per child, whichever produces the larger area. 

The Child Care Facilities Board may approve a reduction 
in the size of this area where the operator utilizes 
split shifts for. its use. However, the outdoor activity 
area may not be reduced to less than would be required 
to accommodate one-third (1/5) of the approved capacity 
of the center. 

Where a facility is limited solely to the care of infants 
(2 years of age and younger), the outdoor activity area 
provided shall be a minimum of forty-five (45) square feet 
per child . The Child Care Facilities Board may approve a 
reduction in the size of this area where the operator 
utilizes split shifts for its use. However, the outdoor 
activity area may not be reduced to less than would be 
required to accommodate on-half (1/2) of the approved 
capacity of the center. 

2. ADULT CENTERS - There shall be provided a minimum of 
fifteen hundred (1,500) square feet of outdoor activity 
area or one hundred (100) square feet of outdoor activity 
area per patron, whichever produces the larger area. - 

S. ALL DAY CARE CENTERS - Said play activity area shall be provided 
on the same lot as the principal use and shall not be located 
in the required front yard nor adjacent to any outdoor 
storage area of this use or of any existing adjacent use. 

E. FENCING AND SCREENING 

A six (6) foot high fence or wall shall surround the play outdoor 
activity area. Where the provisions of this Subsection conflict 
with the height limitations of Section 500.15 of the Zoning Code, 
the provisions of this Subsection shall apply. 

F. ACCESS AND CHILD PICK-UP AREA. 

(See Section 500.17 and 500.19) 

SECTION b. Repeal of Laws in Conflict. All local laws and 
Ordinances applying to Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions 
of this Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 5. Severability. If any section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause phrase or word of this Ordinance is for any reason held or 
declared to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holdings 
shall not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 6. -Inclusion in Code. The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of 
Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word ’’Ordinance 
may be changed to "Section," "Article” or other appropriate word. 
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SECTION 18. Effective Bate. The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall become effective upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary 
of State, State of Florida.
